CREAM OF POTATO SOUP 


4 medium potatoes. 
2 slices onion. 
2 strips bacon. 

Wash, peel, cut in cubes, and cook 
potatoes in enough water to cover un- 
til tender, Rub through a strainer. 
There should be 2 cups mashed pota- 
toes and liquid. Add this mixture 
(left-over potatoes may be used) to 
83 cups of thin cream sauce (3 cups 
milk, 8 tablespoons flour, 3. table- 
spoons butter), Season to taste.

Hull, Que.—Five girls were burned 
to death here when fire gutted the 
Canada_Match factory, following an 
explosion. 

Firemen poked thrcugh the smok- 
ing ruins, searching for two who are 
missing. Twenty-one people He on 
hospital beds, seared and charred by 
the blast and flames.

Along with the fact the plan, un- 
like any others, contains concrete 
figures, a feature is its provision for 
security. It contains agreement for 
& consultative pact by which, if the 
plan is adopted, leading nations of 
the world would bind themselves to 
confer and draw up conclusions im- 
mediately there is a breach, or the 
threat of a breach, of the terms. of 
the Paris peace pact. 

The main points of the scheme are 
five-fold: 

(1). It-covers a transitional per- 
fod of five years, with provision for 
& second conference to be called be- 
fore the end of that period to pre- 
pare a complete new disarmament 
convention. 

(2). It contains a proposal for in- 
ternational control.to secure that the 
convention as_ signed will not be 
shirked. z 

(3). It establishes bodies like the 
disarmament commission to study 
further reductions and try to find a 
solution of unsolved difficulties. 

(4). It gives opportunity for polit- 
ical work being: done to restore con- 
fidence—essential groundwork of any 
disarmament. 

(5). It uses the doctrine of neu- 
trality last expounded by United 
States Secretary of State Henry L. 
Stimson. 

So far as the military figures go, 
the plan would allot. Germany 200,- 
000 men, double the number at pres- 
ent allowed her. It would cut the 
French total from 700,000 men, at 
home and abroad, to 400,000, evenly 
divided. 

In naval affairs, the British plan 
would extend the London naval treaty 
to include France and Italy, who fail- 
ed to join the United States, Japan 
and Great Britain in restricting totals 
of cruisers and lighter craft. 

No maximum was suggested for 
the British army, nor does the plan 
include’ any attempt to limit non- 
European forces. 

Austria’s éffectives would be fixed 
et 50,000, Hungary's at 60,000 and 
Bulgaria’s at 60,000. 

The French “allies” would be lined 
up: Poland,. 200,000; Roumania, 150,- 
000; Czecho-Slovakia, 100,000. Rus- 
sia would be given 500,000 men. 

The plan would extend. the London 
naval treaty to include France and 
Italy. It also would extend the naval 
holiday on capital ships to all pow- 
ers except Italy, which would be per- 
mitted to build one ship to balance 
the new French cruiser “Dunkerque.” 

Germany would be freed legally 
from the naval restrictions imposed 
by the Versailles treaty, but actually 
her naval power would be fixed at 
the present level until 1936.

The factory was located north of 
Hull, a block from that section of | 
the Chelsea road known as St. Joseph 
Boulevard.

Mr. Churchill, who was speaking 
in debate on the air estimates, said 
that to keep out of commitments on 
the continent the United Kingdom 
must be strong enough to maintain 
her neutrality and must, therefore, 
carry out her full programme of air 
defence. 

Sir Phillip Sasson, under-secretary 
for air, presenting the estimates, told 
the House the Royal Air Force had 
effected economies with some. anxiety 
as ten regular squadrons were still 
required to complete the “modest” 
programme approved as far back as 
1923, In terms of first line strength, 
he added, the Royal Air Force stood 
today fifth in the list of air powers, 
while at the end of the Great War 
it claimed first place.

Of | Wealth 


Capital Needed To Keep the Whee's 
Of Commerce Moving 


The innocent are taught to believe 
that there is an abundance of wealth 
for everybody, and that were it not 
intercepted by the rich, it might be 
skimmed like cream, churned into 
butter, divided into pats, and equally 
distributed. 

Wealth, which is so ignorantly de- 
cried because so ardently coveted, in 
What does it consist? When the rag- 
ged army of the French Revolution 
entered Holland their thoughts were 
centred upon the Bank of Amster- 
dam, reputed to be the wealthiest in 
the world; kut when its coffers were 
broken open they were found to con- 


tain only a vast array of bonds and 


title-deeds, no longer of any value be- 
cause unsupported by any law. 

So it is with money; it cannot live 
save in the conditions in which it is 
bred, Today it represents much; 
tomorrow it might represent nothing. 
Money, indeed, is not wealth; but 
merely the wheels which give it cur- 
rency. Wealth itself is something pro- 
tean and imponderable, as much a 
power as a material, like steam or 
electricity, ‘driving by its million 
shafts and beltings the intricate ma- 
chinery of civilization. 

It is invested in all the industries 
and trades of the nation, partly fixed 
and partly floating; it cannot be 
drawn out without less and must con- 
stantly be renewed; partly it is held 
in reserve against the day of renew- 
al; partly it is imprisoned by the 
past, and partly it is connected to the 
future; partly it is buried under- 
ground and partly it is mortgaged to 
the vast supplies of food and raw 
material by which industry is kept at 
work andthe nation in life. 

It is in form and use _ infinitely 
various, and in every form and use 
requires expert handling. Labor is 
only one of the many elements out 
of which it is created. -The mind of 
one man may make more wealth, as 
when Stephenson invented the loco- 
motive, than forty million pairs of 
hands. Moreover, it must be stored 
in large parcels for great services. 

Without it life would be “nasty, 
brutish and short,” since it makes the 
difference between barbarism and 
civilization. |The Russians, who de- 
stroyed their capital in the attempt 
to divide it, have stood ever since, 
like sturdy beggars, at the door of 
the “capitalist system” begging for 
the capital of other nations. 

To draw this element out of trade 
and industry in order to divide it 
among the population is impossible, 
and were it possible would be sul- 


‘cidal. 


The immediate result to the in- 
dividual-would be so small as to add 
nothing to his wealth; the ultimate 
result: would be the ruin of the sys- 
tem by which he _ lives.—London 
Morning Post. .

Women @an Gobi Desert Gardening Notes 


Threo Elderly Englih Missionaries 
Travel Safely Without Escort 

Three of the bravest women in the 
world are in London, and they have 
told how they journeyed across the 
dreaded Gobi Desert where no white 
woman had been hefore. Quietly, 
modestly, they talked of dangers that 
would appal all but the most intrepid 
explorers, 

They are Miss Mildred Cable, and 
two sisters, Miss Iva and Miss I"ran- 
cesca French, missionairies of the 
China Inland Mission. And they think 
no more of blazing a trail of Chri- 
tianity right across the Gobi desert, 
which takes 17 days to cross on cam- 
els, than anyone else does of taking 
an omnibus across London. Further- 
more, they are typical elderly Eng- 
lishwomen, white haired, rosy-cheek- 
ed and bespectacled. 

“from our headquarters in Su- 
chow,” Miss Cable said, “we went 
right across the Gobi Desert to the 
Russian border. That is about 2,- 
500 miles. We and all our belong- 
ings were packed into two small 
carts pulled by two mules. There 
were just two personal servants, a 
carter and an evangelist with us. We 
never had an escort of any kind. The 
whole journey took three months, and 
for the desert crossing we rode on 
camels for 17 days. There is no food 
and little water, and we had to carry 
everything. Of course, we lived like 
Chinese women, and ate Chinese food. 
With concentrated foods our baggage 
could be reduced to a minimum, for 
our main cargo was the Scriptures, 
which we carried in seven languages. 
We have now been across the Gobi 
four times. 

“During the last year our route 
has been_the_scene-of much fighting. 
Brigands have been in constant bat- 
tle with Government troops. We had 
a lot of trouble, too, and were stopped 
several times. It was a little alarm- 
ing, but we always managed to get 
through. 

Roosevelt May Break 
Record Of Presidents

Most pruning 
March, although where only a little 
work is to be done it is better left 
until growth is farther advanced. 
There is one exception to the latter 
statement, however, and that applies 
to grapes. To avoid excessive hieed- 
ing, vines of this fruit must be 
pruned while absolutely dormant and 
this means before the middle of 
March, In pruing grapes the best plan 
is to remove all but a bare skeleton 
as the fruit is borne on new growth 
each year. In the commercial fruit 
districts all but the trunk and two 
laterals each way are left when the 
men are through with the knife and 
clipper. 

In pruning fruit trees, the main 
thing is to open up the branches to 
admit plenty of light and air and to 
prevent the growth of branches at a 
wide angle from the main structure 
as such would be liable to break off 
when loaded with fruit. Branches 
which cross and rub against each 
other, of course, should be removed. 
In the smaller garden it is important 
to keep all fruit trees headed back, 
for convenience in picking. Whatre 
carried out systematically and wnece 
there is not too much shade it fs quite 
possible to have cherries, plums, 
peaches, pears and apples bearing on 
branches within a foot of the ground. 
In fact, in the older countries and 
also on the prairies, most fruit trecs 
are trained go that they branch out 
close to the bottom of the trunk, Ex- 
cept for a little training it is not 
necessary to do much pruning until 
the fruit tree comes into bearing. If 
it is necessary to remove large limbs, 
the wounds should be painted over or 
coated with grafting wax to prevent 
rot setting in and to encourage rapid 
healing. 

Flowering shrubs also benefit from 
a light thinning each year, after they 
have reached maturity. Those that 
bloom early in the spring or summer 
should not be pruned until after the 
flowers fade when a little of the old 
growth and as many of the dead 
blooms: -as- possible should be taken 
out. Late bloomers are pruned first 
thing in the spring. Ordinary rose 
bushes are severely pruned back each 
spring, while with the climbers it is 
customary to take out a good deal of 
the old wood any time after the 
bloom is over. 

With raspberries, take out all the 
year-old canes following fruiting as 
next year’s crop will be borne on 
the canes produced this summer.

Although America’s future aviation 
idol was subsequently let out from ' 
the university, after falling behind in 
several subjects, Dr. Hamer asserts 

that he was decply interested in 
physics. 

“While. he was generally regarded

among the leaders in my class.” 

Dr. Hamer recollects that Lind- 
bergh was deeply interested in the 
deviations in the magnetic field of 
the earth.

Canada Has Only $1.7 Per Cent 
Living On Farms 


Of the 10,362,833 persons who form 


the population of Canada, exclusive 


of the Yukon and the Northwest Ter- 
ritories only 3,289,507 or 31.7 per 
cent. live on farms, The rural popula- 
tion of Canada at the last census 
numbered 4,792,185 of which 3,289,- 
507 or 67.2 per cent, lived on farms 
and were presumably engaged in 
farming. The remainder 1,502,628 or 
32.8 per cent. represented the rural 
population which did not live on 
farms—usually in small hamlets or 
other unincorporated villages. 


Preparing For Trip 
Commander Byrd Going To South 
Polar Regions In September 

An antarctic expedition led by 
Commander Richard’ Byrd is to go 
into the South Polar regions in Sep- 
tember. Preparations have already 
started at Dunedin, New Zealand, to 
collect supplies for the trip. Among 
the items are 500 tons of coal, one 
or two aeroplanes with accessories, 
approximately 15,000 gallons of gaso- 
line, and about forty tons of food, 
from thirty to fifty tons of dog food 
and about fifty tons of other supplies. 


Completes Thousandth Run 


English Train Also Establishes New 
Start-To-Stop Record — 

The Great Western Railway's Chel- 
tenham filer recently completed its 
thousandth run by averaging 731% 
miles an hour and establishing a 
world’s start-to-stop record. 

Despite a misty rain, the train cov- 
ered the 774 miles from Swindon to 
London in 63 minutes with a dead 
weight of 216 tons behind the tender.

Judge Street of Ontario, were asso- 
ciated In the early days of the North- 
west Territories in an inquiry into 
the Department of Indian Affairs. 
Following the death of Judge Street, 
hig daughter recently gave the plaque 
to Premier Anderson for the archives 
of the Province. 

The two statuettes were presented 
to the government of the Northwest 
Territories and were kept in the old 
Government House or the Old Legis- 
lative Building. The statuette. of 
Lafontaine was executed in 1885, and 
that of MacDonald in 1886, These 
works of art were thrown into the 
discard. Last week, I found the brok- 
en and chipped statuette of MacDon- 
ald in the legislative vault whero it 
had huddled under the bottom shelf 
for many years. I located in a corner 
under a table in the paint shop the 
statuette of Lafontaine and on Iin- 
quiry found that it had been brought 
over there from among some lumber 
and junk in the old Power House. On 
examination, I found the signature of 
Hebert and the year on which they 
were created, on the statuettes. I 
have had them repaired by. the Gov- 
ernment painter and believe that they 
are worthy of a place in the Legis- 
lature of Saskatchewan. 

Sir John A. MacDonald was form- 
erly a Conservative Prime Minister of 
Canada and with his history most 
of you are familiar. Sir Louis Lafon- 
taine was one of the greatest French 
Canadian leaders at the time of the 
passing of the Act of Union.of. the 
provinces.of. Upper and Lower Can- 
ada in 1841. He was the leader of the 
Reform Party. and the Attorney- 
General of Lower Canada. He joined 
with Mr, Baldwin, leader of the Re- 
form Party, and Attorney-General of 
Upper Canada. In 1841, at the age of 
thirty-four he formed the Lafontaine- 
Baldwin: ministry, the first Canadian 
cabinet in which the principle of Col- 
onial Self-Government was embodied. 

He did not take part with Papineau 
in the rebellion of 1837, but left for 
England and France. Returning later 
to Canada, he was honored by the 
Reform. Party, and although a resi- 
dent of Lower Canada, was offered by 
Mr. Baldwin the nomination in the 
English constituency of the fourth 
riding of York in Upper Canada, 
where he was elected. 

Professor Stephen Leacock of Mc- 
Gill, in the “Makers of Canada” says 
of Lafontaine: 

“Lafontaine was a man of striking 
presence, of more than ordinary sta- 


His massive brow and regular. fea- 
tures, the thoughtful cast of his 
countenance and the firm lines of the 
mouth, offered an almost exact re- 
semblance to the face of the Emperor 
Napoleon. On his visiting the Inva- 
lides in Paris, Lafontaine was. sur- 
rounded by the veterans of Napoleon's 
guard, who were said to have thrilled 
with emotion in secing among them 
the walking image of the dead 
Emperor.” 

Retiring from political life at the 
age of forty-four, Lafontaine was 
later appointed Chief Justice of Low- 
er Canada and had a very distin- 
guished career, When he retired from 
public life in 1851, in his farewell 
speech, after referring to the differ- 
ent kind of government they had 
twenty-one years before when he en- 
tered political life, Lafontaine said: 

‘We had a government in which the 
parliment had no influence, the gov- 
ernment of all British Colonies under 
his, overnment, the people had no 
power, ‘Stivé ‘only -the power of refus- 
ing subsidies.” 

‘We commenced therefore our 
struggle to extirpate these abuses, to 
establish the form of government 
that it is our right to have, and 
which we have today, true represen- 
tative English Government.” 

On the base of the statuette {s in- 
scribed these words: Government Re- 
sponsible: ‘Vous avez les places mais 
non le pouvoir.” You have the places 
but not the power. As one of the 
Fathers of responsible Government, 
the statuette of Lafontaine might 
well adorn any legislature in the 
Dominion.
